WASHINGTON, Jan. 19 — The m ystery of the Moscow separate 
peace accusation a ga inst Great Britain deepened today insofar as of­ 
ficial W ashington wa s concerned. 
President Roosevelt's press conference sta tem ent tha t he was as 
much m ystified by the Russian accusation as anybody else w'as indic­ 
ative of the concern with which the American government view'ed the 
incident. 
Usua lly the President and his leading Sta te department advisers 
pay little a ttention to unconfirmed rumors published in the foreign 
press, but the Pravda a ccusa tion prompted high officia l sources to 
inquire quickly of the British what it meant. 
The reply wa s the same a s British Ambassador Lord Halifax gave 
out publicly In W a shington—tha t there was not a w'ord of truth in 
the alleged Cairo rumor tha t two leading British persona lities had

Foreign 
Minister Joachim Von Ribbentrop 
concerning the possiblity of a sep­ 
a rate peace with Germany. 
Silence Puzzling 
Moscow’s officia l 
silence con­ 
cerning the incident increased the 
m ystery 
of 
the 
m otive 
behind 
Pravda’s publication of the ru­ 
mor. 
In view of the sensation, shock ( 
and bewilderment which the in­ 
cident caused in Great Britain and 
the United Sta tes, it wa s thought 
in officia l W ashington circles that 
the Soviet governm ent would have 
quickly disavowed * the suspicion 
that Pra vda ’s action had been in­ 
spired. 
The Soviet governm ent’s silence 
has led to the belief tha t Moscow 
apparently wants the effect of the 
Pravda accusation to remain, es­ 
pecially with the Russian people. 
Why the Kremlin wa nts to arouse 
suspicion and distrust a ga inst the 
British in the minds of the Rus­ 
sian people continued to puzzle 
W ashington. 
Threat To Harmony 
There wa s no effort in official

A letter from a friend of mine, 
a medical officer in Africa, mak e* 
special mention of the large nu m­ 
ber of nervou s break downs and 
mental wreck s he had in the hos­ 
pital.

General 
Patton didn’t seem to think that a 
medical officer cou ld tell whether 
a man was fit for du ty or not bu t ‘ 


A Swedish cou rt has held that

Treatment for rehabilitation is 
carried ou t by the medical corps, 
u sing rest, extra feeding, occu pa­ 
tional therapy, discu ssions with 
the psychiatrist and all forms of 
psychotherapy. The idea is not 
so mu ch to retu rn these men to 
du ty, bu t to prepare them for u se- 
fu lness on their discharge to civil 
life.

A Pitiful Sight 
A letter from a friend of min*, 
a medical officer in Africa, makes 
«pedal mention of the large num­ 
ber of nervous breakdowns and 
mental wrecks he had in the hos­ 
pital. He added they were a pitiful 
■igrht. 
There ar* two features of this 
situation that should be renum­ 
bered by the public. The first is 
that these people ar* really sick, 
even if they hav* no wound* or 
organic disease. 
It is common 
practice even among some medical 
men to say “Oh, there’* nothing 
the matter with him!” What they 
mean is that there is nothing or­ 
ganic the matter. But that doesn't 
mean that the trouble is not real, 
or that these men are fit for duty, 
because they arc not. That seem* 
to have been the attitude of Gen­ 
eral Patton, for instance, and it 
must be of many others. General 
Patton didn’t seem to think that a 
medical officer could tell whether 
a man was fit for duty or not, but 


his rugged intuition could. That 
hard commonsense attitude has 
been the greatest bar to the proper 
handling of these cases. A few of 
the shocked soldiers are fakers, 
but an experienced psychiatrist 
can usually spot them. 
Th* second point is that th* 
neuroses of war are the same aa 
the neuroses of peace. War simply 
supplies the strain and stress that 
finds the breaking point 
If in 
civilian life some such stress came 
along the individual would crack 
just the -ame.

Of course the draft boards try 
to screen out these men before 
they are inducted, and many of 
them can be made useful for other 
than combat duty. 
Treatment for rehabilitation is 
carried out by the medical corps, 
using rest, extra feeding, occupa­ 
tional therapy, di'-cus'dons with 
the psychiatrist and all forms of 
psychotherapy. The idea is not 
so much to return these men to 
duty, but to prepare them for use­ 
fulness on their discharge to civil 
life.
